WASSTKOIOS, September 12th.—The 


Senretary of tho Treasury issued regula- 
tions under the reciprocity treaty with 
the Hawaiian Island, addressed to Col- 
lectors of Customs and others, providing 
that before allowing admission products 
entitled to free entry nnder the pro- 
visions of the convention between the 
two Governments, Collectors shall re- 
quire importers or consignees to produce 
proper invoices thereof, with affidavits 
of the owners at such islands attached 
thereto, accompanied by a certificate ol 
the Coninlar officers of the United 
States, and in c^se there is no Consular 
officer of the United States at or near 
the port of shipment, laid certificates 
shall, be made by two respectable mer- 
chants or inhabitants of the place. Col- 
lectors will also require importers or 
consignees of such goods to file at the 
Custom House, in addition to inch evi- 
denco, their own affidavits, certifying to 
the best of their knowledge, information 
and belief, that the goods are of growth 
or manufacture of the Hawaiian Islands, 
and may also require production of such 
further evidence as they may deem 
Ecc*8§ary to protect the revenue from 
fraud,

provided for does not apply to an} 
goods, wares or merchandise in bonded 
warehouses, or imported into the "United 
States prior to September 9th; 187G, the 
date of the President's proclamation.
